This is Sir Robert Hart's .Opinion, France Does Not Follow Lead 


of Czar, Chinese Edict Naming Earl Li as Plenipotentiary, 


Washington's Reply Contains the Old Demands

ing its responsibilities is a cessation in

To 
this abominable and not very thickly 
veiled threat there car be only one an- 
swer, and M. Delcasse has given it • 
very cogent terms. 
The ministers can- 


not leave, except under absolutely con- 
vincing guarantees of safety. 
In the 


Epeedy advance of the Allies lies tha only 
real hope of saving the ministers. 


The Daily Mail publishes an interview 


•with the Chinese minister in London, 
Sir CWh Chen Lo Peng Luh, and quotes 
him as urging the foreign ministers to 
leave Pekin. 
"Some people s»ay," re- 


marked Sir Chin Chen, "that tho Eu- 
ropean* ao:e stHl besieged. It Is not so. 
When you are besieged you are not al- 
lowed to communicate with the outsida 
world, but here you are receiving mes- 
sages, cipher messages, from Sir Claude 


Minister Wu expressed the Belief that 


the edict presented a means ot' peaceful 
adjustment of the present trouble, and 
that the request of the Chinese g-ovrrn- 
ment for a eessatkm of hostilities pend- 
ing peace negotiations was 
entirely 


reasonable. 


Late in the day A-c\«ng Secretary Adee 


made public the text of the imperial 
edict, as traaismitted t>y the privy coun- 
cil, as follows: 


"In the pr&sent conflict between Chi- 


nese and foreigners there has been some 
misunderstanding on the part of the 
foreign nations and also a want of proper 
management on the part of some of the 
local authorities. A clash of arms is 
followed by calamatous results and 
causes a rupture of fniendly relations, 
•which will ultimately do no good to tha 
worldj. We hereby appoint Li Hung 
Chang as our envoy plenipotentiary, 
with instructions to propose at pnae by 
telegraph to the governments of tha 
several powers concerned for the Im- 
mediate cessation of hostile demonstra- 
tions pending negotiations, which he ia 
hereby authorized to conduct for our 
part for the settlement of whatever 
questions may have to be dealt -with. 
The questions are to toe severally con- 
sidered in a satisfactory manner and tha 
result of the negotiations reported to us 
for our sanction. Respect this." 


While it Is conceded by the Washing-- 


ton officials that the conference of pleni- 
potentiary authority upon Earl Li to ne- 
gotiate with the powers for a settlement 
of existing trouble is a step in the right 
direction, it by no means is assured that 
the United States government will con- 
eent offhand to open negotiations with 
the distinguished viceroy. The demands 
of this government upon China have 
been made plainly and without equivo- 
cation. They cannot be misunderstood. 
Assuming that the Chinese government 
ts acting in good faith, the demands are 
reasonable and can be compiled with 
readily. 


Last night Secretary Adee, ty direc- 


tion o-f President McKinley, presented to 
Minister Wu for transmission to his 
government the reply of the United 
States to the imperial edict appointing 
Li Hung Chang envoy to negotiate with 
the powets for a cessation of hostilities. 
The text of the reply was not made 
public. 
In effect, however, it is a re- 


Iteration of the demands previously mad>e 
by the United States upon China, coupled 
with a vigorous intima^-n that no ne- 
gotiations will be entenS.! into until the 
Chinese government shall have complied 
With those Demands. 


This government, inspired by a de- 


termination to effect the rescue of the 
lega-tioneps besieged in Pekin, takes ad- 
vantage In its reply to the edict to re- 
Iterate the demands previously made 
upon China. These demands first were 
made by the president on July 23 and sub- 
sequently were reiterated substantially 
by Acting Secretary Adee by direction 
cf the- president. The demands for the 
protection of the ministers, for free com- 
munication between them and their re- 
spective governments, and for the re- 
Btoratlon of order In China form the key- 
note of the memorandum forwarded to 
the imperial government by the presi- 
dent yesterday.

He had been discharged 
from the employ af the Adams Express 
company about three months ago and 
had not since been able to secure em- 
ployment. Ha confessed that the mo» 
tive of the robbery was to secure mojiey, 
of which he felt tn great need, on account 
of 
his approaching marriage. 
The 


money recovered he had given to Miss 
Cosilow to keep for htai, saying that it 
waa money he had saved ipom his earn- 
ings. He was at the home of his affianced 
and in her company when placed under 
arrest. 


Ferrell is but 21 years of age and; haa 


a apisndid physique, being six feet la 
height, with dark hair and an. attractive 
face. When the officers took him into 
custody he assumed s, careless dei 
meaner, but when he found that he could 
no longer d&ceiv* the officers he made a 
full confession. After his statement had 
teen taken by Chief of Police Tyler and 
he was led to a cell in the police station 
be was in a state of nervous collapse, 
and orders were given, to watch him 
closely to prevent him d»ing himsell 
bodily Injury. 


The confession of Ferrell disclosed a 


premeditated and blood-curdling erims 
that seemed almost impossible of belief. 
The robbery had been carefully planned, 
and it included the murder of Express 
Messengeriaae. He had no accomplicea 
and 110 confidantes. He knew Lane well. 
In fact, they were friends, and he relied 
upon Lane's confidence In him to help 
him execute the Grime. He knew that 
considerable money was always carried 
by the messenger on Pennsylvania train 
No. 8 between St. Louis and Columbus, 
and that he was certain to secure a large 
sum if he robbed the way safe on that 
train. 


Having provld«d himself with a Smith 


& Wesson sis-shooter, 38 caliber, he went 
to TJrbana Friday morning and waited 
for No. 8. When the train arrived there 
Ferrell went at once to the express car 
and told Lane that he was out of money 
and asked permission to ride to Colum- 
bus with him. Lane consented, never 
for a moment suspecting the treachery 
of his pretended friend. For 
a. short 


time after the train left Unbana they1 
chatted pleasantly. ^Lane sat in a chair 
In the end of the carwith his back slight- 
ly turned. 


"WTien Ferrell had finally nerved him- 


self for the crime he drew his revolver 
and stepped up behind Lane unobserved 
and fired three shots in rapid succession 
Into the messenger's back. Lane rolled 
off the chair on the floor on his face and 
Ferrell quickly fired the remaining' shots 
at the prostrate body. Lane was un- 
conscious, but Ferrell, fearing that the 
wounds already 
inflicted would not 


cause death, took Lane's revolver and 
fired two more bullets Into the body. 
Ferrell then took he key to the way safe 
from the pocket of the dead messeng-er, 
opened the safe and put Lane's revolver 
inside his pocket, where he could reach 
It easily In case he was detected and 
needed it to defend himself. 


After he had taken out all the sacks 


containing the money packages, money 
orders and way bills, he placed them in'a 
small satchel and waited until the car 
arrived at Plain City, when he slipped 
from the train. He walked about for a 
few minutes to regain his composure and 
then inquired for the hotel, which he 
found; after a short time, a belated citi- 
zen directing him to the place. He se- 
cured a room and retired for the night 
without registering, a fact of which the 
landlord took no notice at the time, as 
he was half asleep. In this way he was 
able to throw the authorities off the 
track: for the time being.

THE HEADLESS HORSEMAN. 


Am InclCemt That Happened In the 


Krunco-Pitusiaii War. 


It is a peculiar circumstance that 


hardened and trained troops will go 
through a long fight surrounded by all 
the horrors that are Inseparable from 
war without flinching and with the ut- 
most apparent callousness, and the 
same men win be struck terrified by a 
single trifling Incident. 


Bvery war of any Importance, partic- 


ularly wars'between civilized nations, 
Is prolific 'In Incidents of trivial charac- 
ter hi themselves, but so unusual and 
•unnatural that they appeal to the nat- 
ural Instinctive horror of men more 
suddenly and intensely than perhaps 
the main terrors of days of carnage 
and surrounding scenes of suffering. 
Such an Incident Is the one, for exam- 
ple, which occurred at tti* battle of 
Worth In the early days of th5 Franco- 
Prussian war. 


In the heat of the great battle a whig 


of the Prussian army was charged by 
the regiments of French cuirassiers in 
the hope of turning the wing and facil- 
itating the falling back of the French 
Infantry. 
But the cuirassiers were 


driven back by the unflinching Prus- 
sians. Again the cuirassiers charged, 
and again they were driven back by 
the withering fire of shot and shell. 


For a third time they came down 


again, and as the enemy waited for 
them to draw nearer a horrible, blood 
freezing terror seized the Prussians, 
jind for a moment it looked as if they 
'Would turn and fly or be cut down 
•without defending themselves. But in 
a moment they had pulled themselves 
together and beaten back for the third 
•and last time the gallant cuirassiers. 


The sight that terrified the Prussians 


(appears nothing very much in black 
and white. It was a regiment of culras- 
Jiers led at a dashing rate toward them 
by a headless officer sitting upright in 
$18 saddle and apparently encouraging 
iis men after having been decapitated 
t»y a cannon bail.—Cincinnati Enquir- 
er. 


WHAT ARE VOLCANOES? 


Am Hot Burning Mountain* a* 


We Untloratiina That Term. 


"What are volcanoes?" 
Nine out of every ten persons would 


Immediately have an answer of some 
sort to the question above, for have 
they not a lively remembrance of hav- 
ing learned In their schoolbooks that 
"a volcano is a burning mountain, from 
the summit of which are sent out smoke 
anil flames T This popular fancy has 
fbeen exploded by scientists, whose 
.work Is to explode popular fancies. 


In the first place, volcanoes are not 


necessarily monntafns. In reality they 
are just the reverse—that is, holes in 
the earth's ernst 
Out of these are 


thrown the materials which, accumu- 
lating, form the heaps which we popu- 
larly call mountains. 


These are, then, the result and not 


tbe cause of the action. Neither are 
they "burning," as we understand the 
•term. There is no combustion, nor any 
action we might reasonably call "burn- 
tag-" 
/ The action need not necessarily take 
.place at the summit, for eruptions are 
'just as frequent at the sides or even 
at the base. The so called "smoke" is 
nothing more or less than the clouds 
«f condensing steam which are formed 
ton every ocaslon when an eruption oc- 
curs. 


Lastly, the "flames," so called, are 


merely the reflection of the mass of 
molten rock and material inside the 
crater on the clouds of steam above, 
tbns appearing as a glowing light. The 
friction, too, set up by the motion of 
the materials causes electricity, and 
hence the lightning discharges which 
add to the illuminating effect—Pear- 
*op'£ Magazine.

can rats—is all nonsense," said Dr. 
James J. Mason, a well known Chi- 
nese missionary, chatting about his ex- 
periences in the Flowery Kingdom. 


"The truth in regard to it Is this: 


There Is a small animal in China 
known colloquially as the tsui-chow, 
that is often bred especially for food. 
It infests the ricefields, and is about 
the size of an ordinary rat but has a 
longer body and a head shaped some- 
thing like that of a ferret It is a very 
prolific creature and is sold In enor- 
mous numbers in all the markets of the 
great cities—neatly cleaned and skew- 
ered apart and strung in bunches of 
20 or 30 on bamboo reeds. 


"The tsui-chow is strictly an edible 


animal, and, feeding entirely on rice, It 
naturally has very delicate and savory 
flesh. I have eaten them, and if I had 
been ablf to get the rat idea out of my 
mind would have relished the dish. 
They taste something like young squir- 
rels, and alive or dead are certainly 
much less repulsive than many things 
we commonly esteem as delicacies- 
eels and frogs, for example." 


| 
A Mountain of Salprmr. 


' The Soufriere, or sulphurous moun- 
tain, is considered to be the greatest 
natural curiosity of St Lucia, find, in 
fact, of the West Indias. It is situated 
about half an hour's ride from the 
town of Soufriere, to which it has 
given its name, and nearly two miles 
to the east of the Pitons, and is at the 
foot of two small hills, both of which 
are quite bare of vegetation on the 
sides facing the crater. It covers a 
epace of about three acres, and Is crust- 
ed over with sulphur and alum. There 
are several caldrons in a perpetual 
state of ebullition. The water is quite 
black in the larger ones, but in the 
smaller ones it is quite clear. Visitors 
never fail to boil some eggs in one of 
the smaller caldrons, obtaining them 
from one of the Creole guides, who 
keeps a supply on hand for that pur- 
pose.

Do Ant* Plant? 


1 'Antg are very industrious seed col- 
lectors, and may be seen toiling along 
their paths laden with seeds, which 
are stored up In granaries in the nest 
In the clear space round the nest there 
Is frequently a patch or patches of a 
peculiar kind of grass that produces 
eeeds that are much sought after by 
the ants. It has been said that the 
ants make the clearing, and sow the 
seed of this grass on purpose to reap 
the crop, but evidence is yet wanting 
to show that the grass is intelligently 
sown and not accidentally. 
The fact 


remains, however, that on or around 
many nests there are crops of the 
grass, and that it is not destroyed like 
other vegetation by the ants.

In Slam the liquid measure used la 


derived from a cocoanut shell which 
is capable of holding 830 tamarind 
seeds, and 20 of these units equal the 
capacity of a wooden bucket In dry 
measure, 830 tamarind seeds make 
one "k'anahn," and 25 "h'auahn" make 
one "sit" or bamboo basket; 80 "sat" 
make one "kwlon," or cart This Is 
an example of the primitive origin of 
most units of weights and measures.

A Cart Loaded Wttb Brtolu That 


POM«4 on the Roof of'Harvard Me- 
morial Hall—A Weird Decoration 
For a Statue of Jturtlce. 
"In all ages," said the man wbo ob- 


serves, "boys have been boys, and if 
at times their play may smack of bru- 
tality, at others It Is amusing and even 
clever. 
Some years ago at Harvard 


a cart containing bricks broke down in 
front of Memorial hall. It being then 
late, the driVbr left it there for the 
night 
The next morning, securely 


resting on the ridge of the roof of 
Memorial hall, was that self same load 
of bricks, although how it got there 
is to this day a mystery. The scuttle 
to the r<jpf was fur too small to admit 
the body ./f the cart. On the other 
hand, the cart was too heavy, it seemed, 
to have been pulled up by hand from 
the outside, and besides neither well 
nor roof showed any sign of its pas- 
sage. Yet there it was, and there it 
remained until at considerable expense 
to pockets and temper the college au- 
thorities had it removed and restored 
to its clamoring owner. 


"The preparatory school to which 


I went was in a small country village. 
A fire was looked upon as a great 
affair and was attended by the stu- 
dents in a body. Once there our cus- 
tom was to hurl ribald remarks and ad- 
vice at the various firemen by name. 
To get even It was their habit, at un- 
expected moments, to turn the hose 
upon us. A few duckings taught us 
caution, and we at length were usually 
able to scamper away without a wet- 
ting. 


"One bitter winter afternoon we 


gathered at a fire and engaged in our 
usual occupation of baiting the fire- 
men. At length they tried to reach 
us with the "hose, but having antici- 
pated the move we were without Its 
range. 
But unnoticed behind us had 


been standing the principal of the 
school. 
On his august person 
the 


stream of water descended like an 
avenging fate, and before the panic 
stricken firemen could turn it away he 
was wet to his respectable skin. The 
water froze as it struck, and we were 
presently gazing upon a human icicle. 


"At length we recovered sufficiently 


to go to his aid and, wrapping him 
In coats, drove him rapidly to his 
home, during which the entire school 
shook In Its shoes, while the wretched 
firemen were for resigning In a body. 
But he was a thorough good fellow, 
and beyond a few words as to the 
wrong we were doing In Interfering 
with a public servant in the discharge 
of his duty he allowed the incident 
to pass by unnoticed. 


"The town hall was one of those 


hideous and bleak structures so com- 
mon In the New England towns of 20 
years ago, where the only attempt at 
decoration was a funereal cupola In the 
exact center of the roof, on top of 
which was a large figure of Justice. 
To the horror of the selectmen the 
town awoke one morning to gaze upon 
a transfig-ured Justice. A light blue 
crinoline skirt and red shawl enwrap- 
pod her figure, and she looked coquet- 
tishly out from beneath the shadow 
of an immense poke bonnet. 
As a 


particularly happy thought, she was 
weighing two babies in the scales. 


"Then came an awful row. 
The 


town had no hook and ladder truck, 
without the aid of which no one could 
be found to remove the garments. The 
nearest hook and ladder company was 
12 miles distant and required not only 
permission of the town council but the 
expenditure of cash to bring it over. 
The selectmen declared that as It was 
manifestly a trick of the students the 
faculty should pay. The faculty firm- 
ly' refused, holding that there was no 
proof that such was the case. For 
ten days the controversy raged, and 
then the selectmen gave way and paid 
for the boo1-: and ladder truck. The 
day the hook and ladder company was 
to come a storm sprang up which 
lasted for three days. When the god- 
dess was finally stripped of her cloth- 
Ing, the dyes had run, and she emerg- 
ed tinted with all &e colors of the 
rainbow. She had to be painted afresh, 
the selectmen footing the cost with 
sullen faces. 


"The secret was successfully kept 


as "to how the goddess was decorated. 
The night previous to the occurrence 
there had been a show in the town 
ball. When it was over, the captain 
of the football team and two fellow 
conspirators had sneaked beneath the 
baize fronted stage. 
When all wes 


quiet, they had ascended to the roof. 
Once there one end of a long rope had 
been attached to the captain's waist 
and the other to that of one of the 
others. The third man accompanied 
the climber to the base of the figure 
with the bundle of clothes. The skirt 
and babies were easily placed, but 
the shawl and bonnet came as harder 
work, the flgu.re rocking fearfully on 
Its base. The Idea of the rope was 
that In case the dresser fell he would 
be saved from rolling to the ground. 
If such an accident had happened, 
when he bounded from the sloping 
sides of the roof he undoubtedly would 
have carried the football captain to the 
ground with him. They didn't think 
of this, however, and it gave them a 
greater feeling of safety."—New York 
Tribune.

I""" THE CHILD OUT OF DOORS. ' 


By Christine Terhune Herrick. 


All children should. It possible, go 


to the country in the summer. 
But 


there are some children who may be 
permitted to stay in town If it seems 
too difficult to get them away, and others 
who should never be allowed to stify 
therp in hot weather, no matter what the 
Circumstances. 


A child who Is in robust health, may 


riot be permanently injured by losing 
the share of outdoors he must forfeit if 
he stays in the city throught the heated 
term. 
Still, it is a grave question as to' 


whether he does not lower his vitality 
to an extent from which he never re- 
covers if he passes the summer months 
In the hades of bricks and mortar, which 
our large towns become when the hot 
weather is oncp fairly under way. And 
BO the parent should strain a point to let 
the growing boy and girl have as much 
of the air of green pastures and moun- 
tain or of sand and sea air aa can pos- 
sibly be compassed. 


When the circumstances are such that 


the child cannot leave town until the 
summer Is well advanced, it should be 
the study of the mother to achieve a 
tolerably good imitation of country cus- 
toms. 
The Children should be en- 


couraged to rise early, that they may 
have the benefit of whatever freshness 
is held by the new day. 
Their break- 


fast should be light <vn<3simple. Enough 
has already been said in these columns 
of the food children should have in hot 
weather to furnish suggestions in plenty 
as to what the child's breakfast should 
be. 
When this has been discussed he 


should he allowed to go out of doors and 
take what play or exercise he desires. 
Should It Mot be convenient to have the 
regular family breakfast at an early 
hour, do not oblige the children to wait 
for it. 
Fortify him v.'ith a bowl of 


bread and milk or some similar sub- 
stitute, and give him his regular morn- 
ing meal later. 
Do not let him go out 


to play with his stomach empty, and the 
temptation to fill it with unripe fruit or 
anything else edible that presents itself. 


During the hot middle of the day the 


children should be kept in the bouse. It 
xhey will take a nap, so much tho bet|- 
ter. 
If they will not—and it Is not al- 


ways easy to induce a child to do a thing 
that would be so beneficial as to make 
up for his early rising by a mid-day 
(jiesta—encourage him to indulge in 
sitting still plays. Keep certain games 
for this time, and do not let the freshness 
be worn off of them by permitting him 
to have them at other times. Let the 
youngsters be as lightly clad as is con- 
sistent w-ith decency. 
It is a sensible 


thing to make them undress and get 
into their night clothes for the time they 
are to spend in resting. 
Then, when It 


is cooler and they are ready to dre-ss and 
go out again to get the little freshness 
that conies when the sun is down, they 
may be quickly sponged off with cool 
water, and their temperature thus low- 
ered even f urther. 


A word about the children's hot-weath- 


er bad hour. 
The early time for re- 


tiring that Is a matter of course in winter 
may be changed In summer. 
A child 


who has beien kept in ail cifoors by 'the 
fervid heat frequently gets more good 
out of the time he spends out of doors in 
the freshnesB that he would derive from 
the same period sp«nt in bed. 
It is 


something akin to cruelty to animals to 
oblige a child to lie and swelter sleep- 
leesly in a hot bed, instead of permitting 
him to remaifa out of dioors a trifle later. 


Few are the cities that do not have 


breathing spaces near them in the shape 
of extended parks or sea-side resorts 
or plcknlckltJg places. 
The parents 


whom necessity forces to keep their 
children In town late should plan to givo 
then an occasional chance to get a breath 
of country air. 
Nothing is pleasanter 


than one of these little picnics, if prop- 
erly managed. It Is generally wise to 
Kave them family affairs, or else to take 
along only such outsiders as can be re- 
lied upon no* to prove an embargo upon 
the freedom of the party. In a cprtain 
large New England city I know a family 
Who make a feature of their Saturday 
night picnics. 
There are never mora 


than two or three people present besides 
the family—which is a large one. There 
is a beautiful little slieet of water about 
five miles from the town, and a line of 
trolleys brings 
people within, easy 


walking distance of the lake. 
Tha 


father, mother and two youngest chil- 
.dren go out to the meeting place in a 
carriage, which also serves to convey 
the baskets of provisions. 
The rest of 


the party go oa the trolley, and all meet 
at an appointed spot and hour. The 
time of gathering is generally about fiva 
ihirty, and the supper is served soon 
after six. 
The mealHs not an elaborata 


affair, because, the food must be such 
as chidren may eat 
Then, when ths 


darkness begins-to fall, the party gather 
together the impedimenta and taketheij 
way homeward, braced and rested tot 
another week.

LEMON MARMALADE. 


Slice six lemons very thin, remove tha 


seeds, but carefully refrain from taking 
out the white pulp: addito a pound of the 
sliced frui* three pints of cold water and 
let stand for 24 hours; then boll until the 
lemon is tender, pour into an earthen 
dish and let stand until the next day. 
Weigh, the product thus obtained and to 
each pound of the pulp add one and one- 
half pounds of eugar and boil the whole 
tog-ether until the syirup jellies and the 
slices of lemon are transparent. Put in 
jars and keep in cool place. 


ORANGE SAUCE. 


Dissolve two heaping teaapoonfuls of 


cornstarch In water and pour over 
enough boiling water to make a rich, 
thick paste; adid a beaten egg, a heaping 
teaspoonful of butter and a cup of eugar; 
when the paste is well, cooked add the 
juice of two lemons and serve. 


CLUB SANDWICHES. 


Club sandwiches should be made of 


thlnly-aliced stale bread, bacon, cold 
roast chicken and salad dressing. 
In 


all cases temove tne crust of the bread. 
The bacon should fl'-st be broiled and 
then laid on a rack in a pan, this being 
placed in an oven, so th£t in this way all 
fat is extracted from the bacon and 
drops into the pan. The bacon becomes 
crisp and the- slices remain fiat far 
spreading between the slices of bread, on 
which, it may be said, no butter is used. 
Dark chicken is better for sandwiches 
than the lighter parts of the fowl, and the 
meat is better roasted than boiled. This 
work must be done early enough to have 
the chicken and bacon perfectly cold be- 
fore it is used. The chicken and bacon, 
the edges of tfce latter being carefully 
trimmed, are placed between the slices 
of bread with enough mayonnaise dress- 
ing to moisten it all, and this dressing1 
should be added just before the sand- 
wiches are needed, because, by standing 
Jong, the mayonnaise will liquify and be- 
come absorbed by the bread. 


SPONGE CAKE, ORANGE FILLING. 


Mix well together to a paste three eggs, 


three-fourths of a cupful of sugar, the 
gxated rind of one Ipmon, one cupful 
sified lour and one teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder. When well beaten together 
add a. little salt and the whites of the 
three eggs beaten stiff. Bake for fifteen 
minutes in Washington pie tins. For the 
filling beat together the juice of one 
orange with a little of the grated rind, 
one egg, one cupful of sugar aid two 
tablespoonfuls of warmed butter and 
cook in a double boiler until it thickens. 
Spread between the layers of cake. 


RECHAUFFE OF BEEF. 


Slice cold rtiast beef very thin. Make 


a sauce by browning two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and adding the same amount of 
flcur, stirring till both are browned. 
Then add one-quarter of a teaspoonful 
each of curry powder, mustard and salt 
and one-eighth of a teaspoonful of pap- 
rika. When all have been well mixed add 
a cupful of stock and a tablespoonful of 
lemon juice. Just before serving pour 
the hot sauce over the cold meat. Cold 
lamb or veal may be treated in thesame 
way with the best of results. 


BROILED EELS WITH HERBS. 
Only large eels are desirable for broil- 


Ing and when skinned .they should be 
fconed^ This can best be done by cut- 
ting down the back and removing the 
backbone In that way. Cut them into 
convenient lengths and rub the Inside 
vnth beaten egg; sprimkle over fine bread 
crumbs and some finely minced mixed 
herbs; season with salt and pepper and 
broil until well cooked and browned. 
Well done or done brown should always 
be the rule. Serve with parsley butter. 


BROWN CAPEIR SAUCE. 


Brownvbut do not burn, a quarter of a 


pound of butter in stewpan, add a wine 
glass full of vinegar, nearly as much 
good table sauce, a tablespoonful of 
chopped capers, a little auchovy sauce 
or butter and a gill ot good brown sauce 
or rich brown gravy. Boil for five 
minutes, thicken if necessary aad serve 
with broiled fish like bluefish or mack- 
erel. It is not so desirable with fish of 
•white flesh. 


BLUEBERRY FIE. 


Pick the berries over, turn into a col- 


ander and rinse in a deep pan of water. 
Line a plate with paste and rim. Mix 
one-quarter of a cup of sugar with one 
tablespoonful of flour, put half of this 
on the lower crust, dot with bits of 
butter, add the berries, heap them In the 
center, add the remainder of the s^gar, 
wet the edge, cover with a crust, press it 
down closely and bake about half an 
nour. 


PEACH CUSTARD. 


Scald well ripened peaches, remove the 


ekin amd stones, divide into quarters and 
place in deep dish; make a boiled cus- 
tard with one pint of cream and four 
well beaten eggs (use no sugar) and 
strain over the peaches. Set away on 
See and serve with rich cream beaten to 
a froth with powdered sugar. 


PEAQH PIE NO. 2. 


Bake two rich crusts with a filling of 


clean cloth; remove the cloth as soon as 
the crusts are baked; fill with sliced 
peaches, sprinkled well with powdered 
fcugair add two tablespoonfuls of thick, 
rich cream, replace the upper crust ana 
serve cold.

Intereitiitff Description hy Dr. Wll- 


UaniB, the Paniou* Anglo-Chinein 
Scholar, Who !• Credited With 
Kuowintr Hove Than Any Other 
•White Man About the My»terlen of 
Peking. 
Peking, the capital of China, towsrfl 


which the allied forces are now fight- 
ing their way, Is a collection of cities 
within cities. There Is the Tartar City, 
besides the OMnese'City. Then within 
the Tartar City Is the Imperial City, 
and within the Imperial City is the 
Forbidden City, which no foreigner Is 
allowed to enter. As a great conces- 
sion the foreign embassadors have 
been received In a hall at the entrance 
of the Forbidden City. 


This Forbidden City Is the most fas- 


cinating and mysterious place in the 
•world, says the Kansas City Journal. 
It surpasses any conception of fairy- 
land that has ever been put In print. 
It Is filled with stupendous palaces, 
marble bridges, walls of gold and sil- 
ver, curious shrines and altars, gar- 
dens suspended in midair and all man- 
ner of strange and fantastic produc- 
tions of Chinese ingenuity accumulat- 
ed for countless centuries. 


Dr. S. Wells Williams, who was sec- 


retary of the United States legation at 
Peking and is a famous Anglo-Chinese 
scholar, Is credited with knowing more 
about this mysterious region of Peking, 
sometimes known as "Heaven's Re- 
gion," than any other man. While at 
the capital he won the confidence of a 
great many educated Chinese at a time 
•when there was much less antiforeign 
prejudice than there is now and thus 
obtained an invaluable store of infor- 
mation. 


The only detailed description of the 


Forbidden City extant is given by Dr. 
Williams in his "Middle Kingdom." 
He says that in the great tower above 
the south gate of the inclosure la a 
huge gong, which 2,o struck whenever 
the emperor passes thiough. Here the 
Imperial ruler receives his troops when 
they return in triumph, and here he 
confers gifts upon vassal potentates 
and viceroys. 


Passing through the gate, one finds 


himself In a large court, where a small 
stream is spanned by five marble 
bridges crossing in to a second court, 
.Which is paved with marble and flank- 
ed by pillared corridors and porticoes. 
'At the head of this court is a superb 
marble structure, known as the Gate 
of Extensive Peace, 110 feet high. It 
Is a sort of balcony where the emperor, 
on New Year's day and other festive 
occasions, receives the homage of court- 
iers. 


Ascending a stairway and passing 


another gate, one reaches the Tranquil 
Palace of Heaven, In which is the im- 
perial council chamber, and wherein 
candidates for office are presented to 
the sovereign. This is the richest, 
loftiest and most magnificent of all 
the palaces. In a court beneath Its 
walls is a small tower of gilt copper 
adorned with a great number of 
etatues. Beyond this building Is the 
Palace of Earth's Repose, which ac- 
commodates the imperial harem, super- 
Intended by the empress. 


Between this palace and the^ north 


wall of the Forbidden City are tfie gar- 
dens appropriated for the use of the 
Inmates of the harem—the wives of the 
emperor, the eunuchs and other at- 
tendants. These gardens are adorned 
with pavilions, temples and beautiful 
groves of trees, interspersed with 
canals, fountains and other ornamental 
artifices. 
This walled imperial pre- 


cinct is a veritable city of the Arabian. 
Nights, and its truthful annals might 
compose many a volume of fascinating 
and romantic interest It is surround- 
ed by a deep moat, and the eastern 
part of It contains, among other build- 
Ings, the offices of the cabinet and the 
treasury. North of these offices is the 
BO called Hall of Intense Thought, 
where periodical sacrifices are made to 
Confucius and other sages, and near by 
Is the Hall of the Literary Abyss—in 
other words, the library—which pub- 
lishes from time to time a catalogue, 
which is an excellent synopsis of the 
best Chinese literature up to date. 


At the north end of the eastern divi- 


sion are numerous palaces and build- 
Ings occupied by prinqes of the blood 
toyal and their relatives and families. 
In this same quarter is a small temple, 
to which the emperor and his family 
go to perform their devotions before 
tablets commemorating their departed 
ancestors. Whenever he leaves or re- 
turns to his palace on the first day of 
the year, and on all other occasions of 
Importance, the emperor, goes through 
elaborate devotions in this hall. The 
European powers may find it necessary 
to desecrate this temple as a punish- 
ment for the present Chinese outrages, 
because an affront to the memory of 
his ancestors Is the greatest Injury that 
a Chinaman can suffer. 
In the last 


'Anglo-French war against the Chinese 
the allies desecrated the graves of the 
ancestors of the ruling emperor, but 
the peculiar situation of the present 
ruler may make a difference this time. 


The Inclosure which surrounds the 


Imperial palaces is called Whang Chlng 
and is an oblong rectangle about six 
miles in circuit encompassed by a wall 
20 feet high and having a gate in each 
face. From the southern gate, called 
the TIen-an Man, or Gate of Heavenly 
Rest, a broad avenue leads up to the 
Kin Chlng, and before It, outside of the 
•wall, is an extensive space walled in 
nnd called the Gate of Great Purity, 
which no one is allowed to enter except 
on toot- 


On the right of the avenue within the 


wall is a gatewny leading to the Tal 
Wlao, or Gate Temple of the Imperial 
Ancestors, a large collection of build- 
Ings inclosed by a wall 3,000 feet In cir- 
cuit. It is the most honored o"f reli- 
gious structures next to the Temple of 
Heaven and contains tablets of princes 
and meritorious officers. 
Here offer- 


Ings are presented before the tablets 
of deceased emperors and empresses 
and worship performed at the end of 
the year by members of the imperial 
family to their departed ancestors. 


A11!8 Sywuie froea .this temple. - 


Is a gateway leading to the Shlo-Tslh- 
Tan, or Altar of the Gods of the Land 
and Gram. Those were originally Kau 
Lung, a minister of public works who 
nourished 2,600 yeafs before Christ, 
and Hlatsib, a very remote ancestor of 
Chau Rung. Hare the emperor sacri- 
fices In the spring and autumn. He 
always has to sacrifice somewhere at 
least once a day. This altar consists 
of two stories, each five feet high, the 
upper one being 58 feet square. No 
other altar of the kind exists in the 
empire, and it would be the highest 
kind of treason to build one like It 
The north, east, south and west altars 
are respectively black, green, red and 
white and the top yellow. The cere- 
monies connected with this worship are 
among the most ancient In China. 


On the north of the palace, separated 


by a moat and surrounded by a wall 
more than a mile In circuit, ifi the King 
Shan, or Prospect Hill, an artificial 
mound nearly 100 feet high and having 
five summits crowned with as many 
temples. 
Many of these show the 


neglect into which public edifices soon 
falL Another name for it Is Mel Sham, 
or coal hill, from a tradition that a 
quantity of coal was placed there as a 
supply in case of siege. From it a fine 
view of the city Is obtainable. 


The western part of this inclosure is 


occupied by the Si Yuen, or Western 
Park, which is the most beautiful place 
In the city. 
An artificial lake more 


than than a mile long and a furlong 
In breadth occupies the center. 
Its 


waters are covered with the beautiful 
lotus. A marble bridge of nine arches 
crosses It, and Its banks are shaded 
by groves of trees under which are well 
paved walks. It contains several build- 
Ings partly in or over the water and a 
number of gardens and walks, In and 
around which are small artificial hills 
or rock work, supporting in a most 
wonderful manner groves of trees and 
parterres of flowers. This is a triumph 
of Chinese gardening. On the western 
eide is the hall for examining military 
candidates, where the emperor in per- 
son sees the candidates, for the army 
exhibit their skill in equestrian arch- 
ery and stone slinging. 


On the north of the bridge is a hill 


on an Island called Kiung-Hwatan, 
crowned by a white pagoda. Near by is 
an altar 40 feet in circuit and 4 feet 
high, inclosed by a wall and a temple, 
dedicated to Yuen Fi, the reputed dis- 
coverer of the silkworm. To her the 
empress annually offers sacrifices. In 
the vicinity a plantation of mulberry 
trees and a lot of silkworms are main- 
tained. Not far away, on the northern 
borders of the lake, is the Temple of 
Great Happiness, by the side of which 
Is the gilded statue of Maitreva, or 
the coming Buddha, 60 feet high, with 
a hundred arms. Across the lake, on 
its western bank, and entered through 
by the first gate on the south side of the 
street, is the Tse Kwang Koh, where 
ministers are received by the emperor. 


There are upward .of 200 palaces in 


the inclosures of the Forbidden City 
and the Imperial City. 
Much gor- 


geousnesa is assembled within a small 
area, but not even the sacred dwelling 
of the emperor himself hasMnodera 
plumbing, and the conveniences deem- 
ed essential to comfort In occidental 
countries are conspicuously absent in. 
the royal domiciles and official build- 
ings. Everywhere there is gilded 
squalor and dirt thinly covered up. If 
the Europeans make their way Into 
the prohibited quarters, there will be 
such a housecleanlng as h^s not been 
dreamed of for thousands of years in 
the private quarters of yellow royalty. 
How some of the missionaries' wives 
would relish getting at the muss with 
brooms and scrubbing brushes, soap 
and dusters. 


Outside of the Imperial City Is the 


Tartar City, which is the great north- 
ern section of Peking, It is surrounded 
by a rectangular wall, about three 
miles on a side. In 1644 the Mantohoo 
Tartars, having conquered the Chinese 
and overthrown the Ming dynasty, 
took possession of the northern part of 
the metropolis and utilized It for Bar- 
racks and residences. 
Since that 


day, however, 
most of the prop- 


erty has passed into the possession of 
the Chinese, who at present constitute 
a majority of the population of the 
Tartar City. The southern part of the 
town is occupied almost exclusively by 
native Chinese. 


Peking, which is properly pronounced 


"Peeching," according to Dr. Williams, 
has a population at the present time of 
somewhat less than 8,000,000. 
Its 


name means "northern capital." The 
high walls surrounding It are compos- 
ed mainly of earth dug from the en- 
vironing moat and are faced with brick 
and stone. 


At intervals of 60 yards square tow- 


ers project, and similar towers stand 
on either side of each of the 16 gates, 
connected In front in every case by a 
semicircular fort. 
Each gateway is 


surrounded by a wooden building sev- 
eral stories in height, with painted 
portholes for Imaginary cannon. 


DIFFICULTIES OF ADVANCE* 


Chinaman Describe* the 
Country 


Between Tlun-tilu and Peking. 
The country over which the allied 


forces are now fighting is, according 
to all accounts, of a sqrt to make it a 
wonderful accomplishment to reach 
Peking in the face of a superior force. 


W. Kal Kee of New York, who has 


traversed the route between Tlen-tsln 
and Peking several times, having gone 
from south China by the Grand canal,, 
recently spoke as follows of the 
country to a reporter of the New York 
Herald: 


"Near Tien-tain it Is a waste of 


marshes, with lagoons and wandering 
rivers. The Chang-Ho, the Hun-Ho 
and smaller streams join the Pei-Ho 
somewhere in this mesh, but are very 
much confused. About the city to the 
north are rlceftelds and gardens. Be- 
yond these are the marshes, across 
which the railway is built on an em- 
bankment, made of bamboos driven In 
the earth, the space between the rows 
being filled in. 


"At Pel-Chang (Pel-Tsang) the first 


good ground' Is found. It is 60 11 (20 
miles) from the town. The newspapers 
have much misstated distances, because 
Chinese miles are one-third of English 
miles. 
Here 
are great 
riceflelds 


stretching for many miles, with em- 
bankments built by the province along 
the river, which is very crooked, and 
with earth paths running every few 
yards through the rice. The water 
being very low, the paths and embank- 
ments would make natural trenches 
for fighting. Only on boats in the river 
or along the railway can artillery be 
used. 


"For 20 miles here and all about 


Yung-Snug (Yangtsun), which means 
'dust and mud,' are mud flats, which at 
this season are dry and baked. The 
last summer I was along the road we 
often had to lie down and cover up our 
heads while the dust storms went by. 
It Is as baa to march through as the 
water. 


"Lafa-Sang, or the La?t Place of 


Mud, is where the low hills, covered 
with grass, begin to rise, and the coun- 
try from there on to Peking is fins 
and rolling, with many villages, rich 
farms and gardens. Before Lafa-Sang 
is reached there Is not one stone as 
big as a man's fist which Is natural 
to the ground, and not one tree as Wgh 
as a man to be seen anywhere. If the 
soldiers stay long near the rivers, 
which in the summer time have an 
awful smell, they will next month be- 
come ill with fever, and very many 
will die. 


"There are not many people living 


between Lafa-Sang and Tiea-tsin ex- 
cept the Chinese whom the railroad 
keeps to work on the track and to 
watch it so the water, which some- 
times flows two different directions 
Within an hour, will not carry away a 
tnile of it some day."

Committee Has Cnrefnlly 


Code For Next SeanOR. 


Walter Camp and the other members 


of the collegiate football rules com- 
mittee have been busy for some time 
revising the football rules In anticipa- 
tion of the coming season. The com- 
mittee has completed its work and the 
revised rules are now in the hands of 
the printer. 


Radical changes have been made in 


several of the rules. The tendency has 
been to make the game more scientific, 
stop unsportsmanlike conduct and to 
take away the opportunities inferior 
teams have had to gain time over their 
snperiore, says the New York "World. 
The committee has changed the rule by 
which a team lost the ball for off side 
play. Hereafter the offenders will be 
penalized ten yards and the ball will 
remain in possession of the side having 
it before the foul was made. 


An important change is due to the 


outcome of last year's Harvard-Yale 
game, when Yale resurrected the old 
20 yard rule in order to hold the ball 
when near Harvard's goal. 
Rather

Yale-Princeton game o* the side line 
coaching rules led to the Imposing of a 
ten yard penalty for coaching from the 
side lines. Any unfair act committed 
by a player or any sympathizer may, 
also be punished by a ten yard pen- 
alty. 


With the exception of theje four 


changes the rules of 1899 will prevail 
during the coming season.

bert Held Sunday 


SPEECH WILL BE SENT TO ROME 


STREET RAILWAY TO FISHPOND 


As Expressing Sentiments of 
Local 


Italians on Assassination of the 


Xing. Parade, and Mass at 


Notre Dame 


The memory of King Humbert of 


Italy was honored by the Italians of 
this city Sunlday, by a parade, a re- 
quiem mass at Notre Dame and a meet- 
ing in the hall of the Italian societies 
in the Sperry block on Holden street. 
The affuir was most impressive, and 
was participated in by a large number 
of the former subjects of the dead king 


The mass was at 8 o'clock, and those 


who took part therefore gathered at 
the Italian! ro'oms at 7.30. The parade 
was led by the ft iumbia military band, 
which was followed by a hearse, dite.wn 
by four black horses. Each horse was 
led by a member of "one of the two so- 
cietias which participated, the four 
men being A. Gavazza, P. Brusatari, L. 
Dalmaso and D. Grendi. On each side 
ol the hearse were three officers from 
the two societies-. 


Following the hearse was a carriage 


with a large picture of King Humbert, 
surrounded by a wreath showing the 
colors of the Italian flag, red, white 
anld green. This was surmounted by a 
crown. There were also in the car- 
l-lag a boy and two girls, representing 
the new king, and Queens Margherita 
and Helenla. The fourth place, which 
was vacant, typified the absence of the 
murdered king. 


This carriage was followed by car- 


riages with the members of the com- 
mittee of arrangements, including V. 
Sala, G. B. Corsiglia, G. Monsini, A. 
Petrini, C. Melinaci, A. Marino anti D. 
Veronesl, and with city officials, in- 
cluding Mayor E. S. Wilkinson, Citji 
Solicitor P. J. Ashe, Chief of Police 
Dinneen and Judges of the District 
Court C. T. Phelps. Thenl came the 
members of the Societa Itallana di 
Mutuo-Socorcoandi of the ItalianiAmer- 
ican Independent Political club, with 
Italian residents not members of either 
organization. In the parade* at half 
staff were carried Americanl and Italian 
flags. 


The band played a funeral march as 


the precession moved to thei Notre 
Danie church by way of Holden, Cen- 
ter, Marshall, and Main streets. Ar- 
riving at the church, the members- of 
the societies formed two lines, between 
which passed the three representing the 
members of the royal family, and the 
other guests. 
The inferior of the 


church was decorated with black bunt- 
ing, 
and the impressive solemn high 


mass of requiem was said by Kev. Fr. 
St Onge. 


After the service, the members of the 


two societies formed in two lines out- 
side the church, while all those present 
filed out between them. The parade 
was then formed agatn, and marched 
to the hall on Holdenl street. A large 
number from the church also assembled 
at the hall, which was filled for the ad- 
dresses which followed. 


These were delivered by E. Zerbini 


and P. Barbeiri, and were listened to 
with close attention. Both were de- 
livered in Italian, and spoke feelingly 
of the shock the assassination! was to 
the Italian people wherever they might 
be, all over the world. They voiced 
the sympathy of all of the Italian race 
with the members of the royal family, 
and spoke at length of the noble char- 
acteristics of the dead king. 


Mention was made of his bravery, 


which would not allow him to live as 
if he feared for his safety, even though 
warned of danger almost daily. For 
years he rode unattended through the 
streets of Rome or Naples or Milan. 


He came of the House of Savoy, 


which has been said never to have 
given birth to a coward or one who 
knew what fear was. The Incident was 
recalled, where, after a former at- 
tempt to assassinate him, he showed no 
fear, and simply said, "It is a part of 
a king's business." 


Anbther instance of hla fearlessness 


and nobility was related. When prep- 
arations had been made at one time 
for a grand celebration and festival in 
Rome, in which the king1 was to take 
part, word came that an epidemic of 
cholera had broken' out at Naples. Aa 
soon as he heard it, King Humbert 
said, "Here In Rome we are amusing 
ourselves, while in Naples they are 
dying. I must go there." And with 
this he left for the afflicted city, going 
into the hospitals himself, and ignor- 
ing danger. The character of which 
these incidents were expressions, had 
made King Humbert beloved of his peo 
pie as few monarchs are, and added 
bitternenss to the news of his death at 
the hands of an anarchist. 


The speeches also spoke of the ex- 


cellent qualities of the new king, and 
welcomed him to the throne. 
Both 


expressed the sentiment of the Italian 
people whose love go out to the mother 
Country even though allegiance 
is 


owed to the land of their adoption, and 
were pleasing to all who heard them. 


The address of Mr. Barbieri will be 


sent to the Italian consul at Washing- 
ton to be forwarded to the royal fam- 
ily at Rome, as expressive of the senti- 
ments of the Italians of this city. 


At the close of the meeting G. B. 


Corsilglia spoke briefly, thanking those 
who had taken part in making the af- 
fair the success which it was. The 
Italiante of the city have every reason 
to be pleased with the affair, which 
united the members of the race here 
with those in other cities of the country 
where similar observances have been 
held.

"Keep silent," said O'Connell. Then, 


raising his voice he addressed the as- 
sembly: 


"I find that the room is too small to 


contain the number who desire to come 
in, so we must leave it and hold the 
meeting outside the building." 


At this a few rose and went out, but 


the majority retained their seats. Then 
O'Connell said: 


"I will tell you the troth. You are 


Irishmen, therefore brave men. The 
floor is giving way, and we must leave 
this room at once. If there is .a panic 
and a rush to the door, we shall all be 
precipitated into the room below, but 
if you obey my orders we shall be 
saved. Let the 12 men nearest the door 
go quietly oat, then the next 12, and so 
on till all have gone. I shall be the 
last to leave." 


His instructions were obeyed to the 


letter, and he waited, patient and 
calm, till all had gone out in safety. 
Then he walked quietly across the 
sundering, cracking floor, reaching the 
door Just as the shattered beams gave 
way.

"INDIAN 


It In Often Beyond tlio Power of the 


Wisest to Explain It. 


One need not go to tbe realms of 


space, or time, or figures to meet with 
tbe inoomprebeub-ible, Despite modern 
eoienoe and ingenuity this word still re- 
mains the only applicable epithet for 
some of the achievements of Indian con- 
jurers. We can smilo at the luminous 
appearance of' the beautiful face before 
which as the revelation of Osiris the 
old Egyptians prostrated themselves in 
awe—for tho marvels of the magio lan- 
tern are familiar to tis, the early exist- 
ence of gunpowder gives an easy es- 
plauation of the oracle's lightning and 
thunder, the weird harmony of Mem- 
nan was merely the result of an in- 
genious mechanical contrivance — but 
shrewd travelers of later date, whose 
veracity is beyond dispute, tell of 
much more inexplicable things than 
these. One of the beat known writers 
on occultism, Jaoolliot, has left an ac- 
count of certain things he saw during 
his official sojourn in India which, as 
they seem to defy explanation, may 
fairly be classed among things incom- 
prehensible, 
The performer was one 


whom he accidentally met and who re- 
quired some persuasion before he would, 
exhibit feats which, he continually af- 
firmed, were the work of other intelli- 
gences. 


On some sticks fixed upright in flow- 


erpots were placed some leaves from a 
4jfee, with boles in each sufficiently 
large to make them fall to the level of 
the mold. Standing at a considerable 
distance, the fakir made a gesture with 
his hands.

Jacolliot placed himself be- 
tween the flowerpots and the operator, 
placed tbe sticks^ in the flooring and 
adopted every means he could imagine 
to frustrate any trickery, but nothing 
he did made any difference to the move- 
ment of tbe leaves. 


The more familiar feat of the seem- 


ingly supernatural growth of flowers 
was utterly eclipsed by another instancs 
vouched for by the same narrator. His 
own servant brought him a score or so 
of seeds, from which he selected and 
marked one. The fakir planted it in a 
pot of earth, muttered soino words over 
it and foil into a sort of trance, which 
lasted about 80 minutes. 
He then 


awoke, uncovered the pot aud discover- 
ed a seedling two or three inches high. 
Jacolliot examined it and found it had 
sprung from the seed which he had 
marked. 


With a touch of a peacock's feather 


the fakir depressed a balance of a com- 
mon weighing machine in daily use in 
the household, though in the other was 
B weight of 13 stone, and with a dis- 
tant motion of his hand he made shav- 
ings of wood to sink or move in water. 
fitill more marvelous is the description 
of the manner in which this veritable 
eastern wizard was able to set at de- 
fiance the law of gravity. On this occa- 
aion, when leaving the room, he paused 
on the threshold, folded bis arms, and, 
by a simple act of volition, raised him- 
self from tbe floor and remained poised 
in air for some minutes. — London 
Standard.

Let us take ti pound of what wo will 


call avfvago coal, containing, say, 10,000 
heat units. This would be somewhat 
smaller in size than a man's fist. A 
ixniwl of this coal, if expended in me- 
chanical work, would give us 236 horse- 
power. 
Imagine at the time of the 


pharaohs two loug lines of men, extend- 
ing over half a mile, all pulling steadily, 
at tho command of the taskmaster, at a 
great rope to raise some huge obelisk, 
and as you see them sweating, tugging 
and training think again of this small 
lump of coal in which Mature has placed 
an equal amount of power. 
In some 


countries men who have been specially 
trained as porters to carry heavy loads 
on their backs will as a full day's work 
carry a total of from 350 to GOO pounds 
a distance of one mile. And yet each 
has expended but one-third of the power 
stored up in this pound of coal. 


An exceptionally strong man has been 


known to do one-half horsepower of work 
as his mightiest effort, but in two and a 
half minutes work at this rate exhausts 
his muscular force. Let us suppose 100 
such men putting forth such extreme ef- 
fort at rope, or crank, or crowbar. As 
they fall back, red faced and puffing, to 
catch their breaths, we might imagine 
this little black lump saying to them: "I 
can do as much as your whole company 
and then can stand it for fully two min- 
utes longer before I am exhausted!" 


Let us now turn to another portion of 


the human race. From the earliest times 
spinning has been a much prized accom- 
plishment of the fair sex. We need look 
back only to our own grandmothers. We 
can picture them, from their own stories, 
told us when we were children, as rosy 
cheeked damsels sitting around the open 
fireplace and spinning from early candle- 
light till bedtime, let us say possibly two 
hours. Let us then suppose for a moment 
the thousands of spindles rattling and 
whirling in a modern cotton factory, im- 
pelled by the power 1 
up in coal.

tial energy to do the work of 3,000 such 
spinsters. 


In sawing wood a man may work at 


the rate of about CO strokes a minute and 


| consider himself a "top sawyer," and his 
, saw blade may have progressed five feet 


a minute, but a circular saw driven by 
machinery may be put through 70 times 
that distance and saw 70 times as much 
wood. And yet this one little pound of 
coal contains power enough for 180 such 
saws.—E. D. Meier in Cassia's Maga- 
zine. 


Glue All Around Von. 


"Glue greets you in your cradle and 


bids you adieu in your coffin," remarked 
a dealer in the article. "I don't suppose 
a tenth of the people stop to think how 
variously glue serves them. It's in their 
hats and shoes, their carpets and furni- 
ture, their pencils, paper, pastry, con- 
fectionery and medicine, on their walls, 
in the stiffening of their apparol and 
practically in or on some dozen or more 
articles with which they have daily deal- 
ings. Sixty million pounds of it are used 
a yoar, the cheapest at 9 cents and the 
dearest, which is used in pharmacy and 
the confectionery trade, about 00 cents. 


"In the industries it is used almost uni- 


versally. 
Alcohol, turpentine and coal 


oil barrels have to be sized with it, and 
wooden boses for merchandise made of 
small pieces are joined with it, while of 
course it is used throughout the furni- 
ture trade. Only newspaper printing pa- 
per is made without some glue, and

Twice Strung T7p by Lynchera, H« 


Contended to Harder and Wan Aft- 
erward Vindicated and Recovered 
925,000 From HU A»»allant«. 
Late in the fifties George W. King 


Was the proprietor of a hotel in Ox- 
ford, 26 miles from Lafayette, Ind. In 
1859 a stranger arrived at the hotel and 
gave his name as Dr. Rowo. He told 
King that he had no money and asked 
to be trusted for his board till he could 
get practice hi the place, promising to 
pay him as promptly as possible. King 
consented to the arrangement, and 
Howe soon became a favorite with the 
people on account of his companion- 
able disposition and superior intelli- 
gence. The doctor, however, fell deep- 
er and deeper in debt. He had been at 
the hotel for nearly a year when King 
reminded him one morning that he 
had not paid anything on his board 
bill for three months. The conversa- 
tion, it afterward appeared, was over- 
heard by some one in the hotel, though 
nothing was thought of it at the time. 


A week after the conversation Bowe 


was called out late at night to see a 
patient and failed to return. 
Days 


passed without any word from him, and 
his disappearance soon was connected 
with the conversation that had passed 
between him and the landlord about 
the unpaid board. 
One night three 


months later a party of disguised men 
entered the hotel and, overpowering 
King, took him to a woodland adjoin- 
ing the town. 


He recognized the voices of several 


of his captors and especially of the 
leader, who told him that he was sus- 
pected of murdering Bowe and de- 
manded that he confess. King stoutly 
maintained his Innocence, and the 
leader of the mob ordered his com- 
panions "to string him up." A rope 
was placed around his neck, a dozen 
men pulled down a stout limb, over 
which the other end of the rope was 
thrown, and when the limb was re- 
leased it carried King off his feet and 
left him hanging by the neck. 
He 


was nearly unconscious when let down 
and again ordered to confess. 


After much delay he was restored 


sufficiently to understand what was 
said to him, and he again refused, de- 
claring his innocence and saying he 
did not know what had become of 
Bowe. A second time he was strung 
up and a second time let down, but 
life was nearly extinct, and he was 
much longer in being restored than be- 
fore. 


The luckless landlord knew he could 


not pass through another such ordeal 
and live, so he consented to confess. 
He purposely lengthened the confes- 
sion in order to gain time, and said 
ttmt "he and two men, named Bogers 
and Ilaggard, had poisoned some whis- 
ky and Induced Bowe to drink it, and 
after his death -they bad buried him 
in a hollow some distance away. 
It 


was nearly daylight when the confes- 
sion was made, and the lynchers de- 
termined to take King to jail in Lafa- 
yette and then arrest Bogers and Hag- 
gard. 


Before the Jail was reached day had 


dawned, and King recognized his cap- 
tors as members of_ the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warren 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all of 
whom were known to him. Confident 
of his guilt, the men made no attempt 
to conceal their indentity. So great 
was the excitement and so intense the 
feeling against King that he waived 
examination and went to jail, hoping 
that something would turn up to es- 
tablish his innocence. . 


From the jail at Lafayette King ad- 


dressed letters to editors of papers in 
Cincinnati, Chicago, St Louis, Louis- 
ville and other cities, setting out the 
circumstances of his confinement and 
asking them to keep his letter in the 
papers in hopes that it might fall un- 
der Bowe's notice. The appeal waa a 
pathetic one and was copied into many 
papers throughout the northwest 


Two weeks after Its first appearance 


Dr. Bowe rode Into Oxford and, at- 
tended by a number of citizens, pro- 
ceeded to Lafayette, where his appear- 
ance caused the immediate release of 
the accused landlord. In explanation 
of his disappearance Bowe said he had 
left his home in the east on account of 
domestic troubles; that he had learned 
that bis wife was on her way to Ox- 
ford and he had determined to leave 
the place secretly In order to prevent 
her from learning where he had gone. 
He had gone to a little town in south- 
ern Illinois, and It was there that he 
learned that the man who had be- 
friended him was suspected of bis mur- 
der and was in jail in Lafayette. 


As soon as King waa released he 


brought suit against 32 members of the 
Horse Thief Detective company for 
$5,000 each and also against the com- 
pany aa a corporation. 
Thomas A. 


Hendricka, afterward vice president, 
was bis counsel, but the case was not 
allowed to come to trial, the lynchera 
compromising by paying King $25,000. 
With this money he purchased a farm 
and other property near Lafayette, 
where he lived till his death, at the age 
of 78 years.—Indianapolis Correspond- 
ence.

Rev. Samuel Harrison, 82, pastor of 


the 
Second 
Congregational colored 


church of Pittsfield, died Saturday. 


He had a ntotable career. He was born 


of slave parents inl Philadelphia, 
He 


was a cobbler and while at work on 
the bench prepared himself for the 
nin.stry. He received a call to Pitts- 
fleld in the autumn of 1849 and went 
mere in January, 1850. He was or- 
dained iw August of that year. 


In 1862 he was employed by the Na- 


tiorU Freedmen's relief association to 
solicit aid for the freedom of the Sea 
islands of South Carolina. 


On July 31, 1863, Gov. Andrew appoint 


ed him to go to Fort Wagner and ex- 
press the sympathy of the cornmoni- 
wealth to the 54th Massachusetts regi- 
ment In the death of Col. Robert O. 
Shaw. He was then appointed chap- 
lain of the regiment by Gov. Andrew, 
and served throughout the war. 


After that he filled pastorates at 


Newport, R. I., and Portland, Me. In 
1872 he again became pastor of the 
Second congregational church of Plti-o- 
fleld. He was ono of the most prom 
Int'iU colored men of -western Massa- 
chusetts.
